Downloading files 


» Think carefully before you download files. 
» Some files have viruses.

» Check the website before you 
download a file. Is it a trusted site ? 
» Learning is power ! Use what you 
learned to stay safe and happy 
while online. 


Spam messages 


» Spam mail includes unwanted messages to advertise products or gather 
more information from you. 

» The messages may also include viruses. 

» If an email includes an unfamiliar address, unknown links, or messages in 
ALL CAPITAL LETTERS , it might be spam. 

» Always think before you post something, especially a photo or video. 

» Make sure that only your friends and family can view your information.

Posting online 


» When you tag someone, you identify that 


person in a post, photo, or video. 


» Anyone who has access to your account can 


see the tag. 


» The tag provides a link to the person's profile.
